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RHS Senior's Essay Makes It Clear: 
There's a Lot for Which To Be Thankful

On Thursday, November 28, mil- 
lions of Americans sat down to a tradi- 
tional Thanksgiving feast. But how many 
of them actually gave much thought to 
the reason for the holiday? 

Yoruba Mitchell did. 

In fact, the Romulus High School 
senior has been thinking a good deal 
about our country's heritage lately be- 
cause of her involvement inthe Daugh- 


ters of the American Revolution (DAR) 
Good Citizens Program and Scholar- 
ship Contest. 

Mitchell was chosen as Romulus 
High School's "DAR Good Citizen" — 
and was thus eligible to enter the con- 
test — because of her outstanding quali- 
ties of dependability (including truthful- 
ness, loyalty, and punctuality), service 
(including Cooperation, courtesy, and 
consideration of others), leadership (in- 
cluding personality, self-control, and 
ability to assume responsibility), and 
patriotism (including an unselfish inter- 
est in family, school, community, and 
nation). | 

The DAR contest consists of two 
parts. For the first half, entrants answer 
a series of questions about how they 
have tried to manifest the qualities ofa 
good citizen, then submittheir answers, 
along with a copy of their scholastic 
record and one letter of recommenda- 
tion, to the contest committee. The sec- 
ond half consists of writing an impromptu 
essay, under the supervision of a fac- 
ulty member, within a two-hour time 
limit, and without assistance or refer- 
ence materials. 

Each of the two parts represent 
50% of the total contest entry score. 


Contest entries are evaluated by inde- 
pendent, non-DAR judges, with the first- 
place entry automatically forwarded to 
the next level of judging until, ultimately, 
the final entries are judged on the na- 
tional level, and the national winners 
are selected. Winners at the state level 
receive a cash award in the amount of 
$250. At the national level, the entrant 
who places first will be invited to Wash- 
ington, D.C. to attend the DAR Conti- 
nental Congress and be awarded a 
$3,000 scholarship, while the second- 
and third-place finishers will receive a 
$1000 and $750 scholarship, respec- 
tively. The remaining six geographical- 
divisionwinnerswilleachreceive acash 
award in the amount of $500. 

This year's essay topic was "Our 
American Heritage and Our Responsi- 
bility To Preserve It." Yoruba Mitchell's 
outstanding entry is reprinted below.

No Need To Worry About 


Speaking the Truth 
To the editor: 

| am greatly amused by the latest 
“tempest in a teacup" or "molehill-sized 
mountain” that's been created by Mr. 
R.P. Lilly inthe most recent of his appar- 
ently desperate and repeatedly ineffec- 
tual attempts to arouse a true, City-wide 
hue and cry against Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems, Inc. (EDS). 

This time, according to an article in 
the November 7, 1996 issue of The 
Romulus Roman, Mr. Lilly is "extremely 
angry and frustrated" because of a 
“threatening” letter he reportedly re- 
ceived from EDS attorney Fred Hoops. 

The letter apparently warns Mr. Lilly 
that if he continues to "oppose EDS' 
lawful (italics added) business activi- 
ties" in developing deep-injection-well 
facilities in “other cities and townships 
outside of the state of Michigan" where 
neither Mr. Lilly nor his relatives are 
residents or own property, then EDS will 
"bring appropriate legal action seeking 
relief to whatis entitled as aresult of any 
such action." 

Further, the letter cautions Mr. Lilly 
to “avoid making untrue (italics added) 
Statements in public or in writing regard- 
ing any EDS project." 

Whatis Mr. Lilly's response to these 
warnings? According to The Romulus 
Roman, he said that he is being "threat- 
ened" for "making tre (italics added) 
Statements and revealing the truth (ital- 
ics added) about EDS operations." 

How ridiculous! You don't have to 


be a rocket scientist — or a lawyer —to | 


know that any person can be sued for 
making libelous or slanderous state- 
ments that unfairly damage the reputa- 
tion of acompany, and that a company 
can seek restitution from anyone who 
deprives it of its right to seek a /awful 
profit. 

As long as Mr. Lilly limits himself to 
factual statements about activities in 
which EDS has participated or is partici- 
Ppating — statements that he can back up 
with proof in a court of law — he has 
nothing to fear from EDS, its attorneys, 
- OF any Court in the Country. But if Mr. 
Lilly has a problem with the company's 
lawful activities, then he needs to work 


to change the laws themselves, not 
attack those who abide by them. 

Mr. Lilly wasn't "threatened": hewas 
given a straightforward warning about 
the consequences that could result from 
certain actions. 

If such a warning is a "threat," then 
SO is every law that also stipulates a 
punishment for those who break it.

Again, we encour- 
age the public to attend these meetings 
to express their thoughts andconcerns.

Well, the elections are finally be- 
hind us. Both House and Senate mem- 
bers are back in town, and, althoughthe 
"lame duck" session will only be a few 
weeks in length, | expect that it will be 
crowded with a number of initiatives 
which have been dangling for several 
months. In light of the fact that the 


Republicans will remain in the House 


majority only through the end of the 

year (due to the outcome of the elec- 

tion, in which Democrats won 58 seats 
to the Republicans’ 52), the general 
thinking is that a number of issues will 
be addressed in the final two weeks of 
session. 

Look forthe Legislature to consider 
the following: | 

e changes in the structure of fees for 
hunting and fishing licenses, with 
increases insome and reductions in 
others; 

e changes in transportation funding, 
which may or may not include a 
Republican proposalto increase the 
gas tax; 

e aplan to privatize the distribution of 
liquor in Michigan; and 

e funding mechanisms to address situ- 
ations created by various court deci- 
sions, such as special education 
needs. 

| am not certain which, if any of 
these, we will get into in the next few 
weeks. They are all critical issues which 
deserve careful consideration, particu- 
larly the ones that hit the pocketbook. | 
hope we will not be forced into a situa- 


tion in which we must make hasty deci- 


sions which are not thought out, as has 
been the case in the past. That only 
leads to backtracking and trying to re- 
pair the damage.
